Police are
offering areward of up to $2,000 for information leading to the arrest and conviction of the
person or people respongble for driving a bulldozer through the school congruction Site.

The suspect(s) dso knocked over three congtruction trailers in addition to driving the bulldozer
through the brick walls of the school.  Once ingde the school, which was about 60 percent

complete a the time of the incident, the suspect(s) drove the bulldozer through three classroom
pods, causing extensive damage.

Investigators now believe that the suspect(s) had knowledge of how to operate a bulldozer. It
is possible that the suspect(s) may have a background in construction.
